They 
would not come out. Later on vhen it began to get light ]bhe guards came out and ve 
started to move on. We sav more of the Chinese b'^ now in ■smaller detachments. They 
loolced brand new, veil organised and veil disciplined andj they still moved at a terrific 
pace. That was the first time I sav Chinese soldiers. We were fir^ faced toward the 
west, then drifted bach through the Chinese lines. I vent; rl^t| through them. We 
crossed over to the other side of Manpo, 100 miles eastward. Then ve began on that 
tragic march when ve had practically no drugs or medicines . From then on the Chinese 
took complete charge of the war. However, we were the precious trophies of the North 
Koreans and the Chinese allowed them to keep us under their supei^slOD. Then In 
August 1952 the Chinese took us away from, the North Koreans and ^om that time on ve 
had good food and plenty of medicine- sulpha drugs and penicillin. 


We were not paid at any time during our internment and until August 1952 ve never knew 
what our allcwance of food was going to be. After the death march our most usual daily

On our \my out in April 53j ^3 we were coming down to Pyongyexng I was impressed by the 
engineering .
